The $38.6 million project involving the relocation and wid¬ 
ening of US 27 in Garrard County from south of Camp Nelson 
to 1,500 feet south of KY 34 officially reached completion in 
August, and several businesses along the old roadway have felt 
the effect, both positive and negative. 

“It has really hurt us and I don’t care to say it,” Craig Wilkin¬ 
son, owner of Hill of Beans BP said. “July was a disaster. It 
was like as soon as they turned that light on people got lost. 
They just couldn’t find'us ” gJ&o 

More than four years after state andTocar ^ 1 s broke 

ground on the project in September 2007, Wilkinson had esti¬ 
mated a 10-20 percent drop in revenue, he now sees that esti- 
mate fell short. 

“August and September have been better after we moved our 
sign to the other side of the property. But it’s rainy and people 
are broke. My business has almost been cut in half,” Wilkin¬ 
son explained. “We aren’t doing what we were, and therefore it 
makes it harder to do business. I have already let two or three 
people go and I will probably have to let three more go in the 
next two weeks. The people who are working are working 70 
and 80 hours a week trying to keep us going. I’m real tired and

City Votes to Sue County Over 911 Fees 

Friendly Suit Will Test Constitutionality Of New Ordinance

A fee enacted by the Gar¬ 
rard Fiscal Court in Sep¬ 
tember in order to rectify a 
problem with funding the 
county’s emergency opera¬ 
tions will be tested in a court 
of law. 

The decision to sue the 
county over the fee simply to 
test its constitutionality and 
create a much needed prec¬ 
edent was made by the Lan¬ 
caster City Council Monday 
night in a unanimous vote 
that followed an executive 
session to discuss the matter. 

Kentucky Revised Stat¬ 
ute 65.670 states that fund¬ 
ing for 911 services may be 
obtained through the levy of 
any special tax, license or 
fee not in conflict with the 
Constitution and statutes of 
Kentucky. The problem is 


that it has never been tested 
and both local governments 
believe that should be done 
before they proceed with 
collecting money that might 
have to be refunded. 

“The question is whether 
or not the fee will be viewed 
as a tax or as a user fee be¬ 
cause it is unconstitutional to 
put a tax on water meters,” 
City Attorney Beth Wesley 
said. “But we also want to 
protect the citizens and make 
sure those fees are placed 
constitutionally.” 

Currently 911 services are 
funded through a fee on land 
telephone lines. But with the 
overwhelming shift to cell 
phones, 200 just in the past 
month in the Garrard/Lincoln 
district alone, the fee falls on 
a select few holdouts, most 
specifically the elderly who 
continue to maintain land 


lines. In order to distribute 
the cost fairly, a first reading 
of an ordinance that would 
remove the monthly $3 fee 
from telephone bills and add 
a $2.50 fee to water bills did 
not proceed to a second read¬ 
ing and adoption. Instead the 
fiscal court opted to add a 
.25 cent minimal fee that did 
pass and not repeal the fee 
on the land-line telephones 
just in case it was deemed 
unconstitutional. If it is up¬ 
held, then the court’s plan is 
to amend the ordinance to 
the original plan and repeal 
the land-line 9-1-1 fee. 

The lawsuit will ask for 
declaratory judgment since 
no facts are in dispute. It is 
simply a question of the law, 
Judge Executive John Wilson 
explained. 

Wesley will file the in¬ 
junction this week because 


everyone wants this to move 
quickly. And since the case 
will be a first in Kentucky, 
it should draw state-wide 
interest. The state becomes 
a defendant with the at¬ 
torney general joining as a 
party and Wilson expects 
both the Kentucky League 
of Cities and Kentucky As¬ 
sociation of Counties to file 
amicus briefs, which means 
they volunteer to offer infor¬ 
mation to assist the court in 
deciding the matter, because 
they all are facing the exact 
same issue. 

But even if Judge Hunter 
Daugherty finds in favor of 
the Garrard Fiscal Court, 
Wilson does not expect it to 
end there. He believes it will 
go to the court of appeals and 
that process will take some

A cause of death has not 
been determined in the case 
of a 4-year old boy who was 
found dead by his mother’s 
fiance last Thursday about 7 
a.m., Garrard County Coro¬ 
ner Daryl Hodge said.

Usu¬ 
ally, though, that just meant 
he would spend the rest of 
the day doing something else 
for someone and would not 
reach home until dark, espe¬ 
cially in the summer when 
he worked on many of the 
yards of local businesses and 
private homes. He had very 
little patience for those who 
would not work.

He will 
be missed by our affiliate as 
well as by all of Lancaster. 
Very few people did not 
know Cecil Dunn. Our many 
volunteers from out of town 
knew him very well soon 
after the start of a build and 
would ask how he was long 
after their week was over. 
We always said the standard 
break time was when Cecil

Kentucky Association Of Food Banks Respond 
To New Data On Kentucky Poverty Numbers

In February of this year I 
won a contest on a website 
for the magazine Kentucky 
Monthly. It had to do with a 
virtual internet board called 
Pinterest, where you “pin” 
items of interest you find on¬ 
line to a bulletin board.

When I discovered the 
contest, there were only a 
few hours left before the 
deadline, so I got busy.

Cuts to Food Stamps 
and other Federal 

Nutrition Programs 
Will Cause Many 
Hardships 

CHICAGO - The U.S. 
Census released new sta¬ 
tistics last week which find 
that 19% of people in Ken¬ 
tucky—including more than 
one in four children— lived 
in poverty in 2011. This is an 
increase from 17% in 2008 
and places the Common¬ 
wealth in a tie for 46th place 
compared to other states and 
the District of Colombia. The 
poverty threshold for a fam¬ 
ily of four was $22,811 in 
2011 . 

“The data clearly demon¬ 
strate that many families in 
Kentucky are truly struggling 
to get by from one week to 
the next,” said Tamara Sand¬ 


cut of more than $16 billion 
to the Supplemental Nutri¬ 
tion Assistance Program 
(SNAP, formerly known as 
food stamps).” 

Congress recently pro¬ 
posed cuts to SNAP as part 
of the Farm Bill reauthori¬ 
zation that would cause two 
to three million individuals 
across the nation to lose their 
food assistance entirely; an 
additional 500,000 house¬ 
holds to have their SNAP 
benefits cut by an average of 
$90 per month; and nearly 
300,000 children to lose free 
school meals. 

The report also provided 
updated data about income, 
showing a decline in medi¬ 
an household income in the 
Commonwealth since 2008. 

“We have seen an 84% 
increase in the number of 
people receiving help from 
Kentucky food banks in the 
last six years,” Sandberg 
said. Members of the associ¬

I don’t know what the future 
holds.” 

For Hill of Beans, the im¬ 
pact has been felt, for the most 
part, after construction was 
completed. 

“We were rolling along just 
like always up until the new 
road opened. The concept of 
no direct access is the killer,” 
Wilkinson said. “If something 
doesn’t happen in the next 90 
days or so I don’t know if we 
will be able to keep the doors 
open.” 

For businesses that suffer a 
loss over a short period of time 
may have trouble keeping up 
with the regular bills that come 
in, even after business picks up 
it becomes difficult to climb 
out of the hole left by the loss 
in revenues. But Hill of Beans 
isn’t alone in this struggle. The 
Woodshack, which has oper¬ 
ated in northern Garrard at 
the same location for the past 
quarter century, is suffering 
from a similar fate.

Engine 3 Declared As Surplus 
Still No Approval To Sell 

Lancaster Fire Chief Richard 
Sebastian asked the city council 
to declare engine 3 as surplus so 
he could proceed with selling the 
25-year-old fire engine that was 
recently replaced with a brand- 
new state-of-the-art fire engine. 
Although the council did vote 
to declare engine 3 as surplus, 
selling it right now to one of the 
interested parties is still in ques¬ 
tion. 

Sebastian has been offered 
$25,000, about the maximum he 
believes the engine will bring, 
from the White Hall Volunteer 
Fire Department in Madison 
County. In fact White Hall’s fire 
chief was on hand to make his in¬ 
tention known to the council. But 
council members were not sure if 
they could go ahead with a direct 
sale or if they would need to put 
the engine up for bids first. With 
Judge Executive John Wilson on 
hand in the audience during the 
meeting, he spoke up citing the 
law, KRS 45A-425, that allows 
the sale to take place directly 
between governmental agencies 
without being put up for bid. 

Still council members want to 
wait. With other cities interested 
in the engine, they want to get as 
much as they can. 

“To accept a price would be 
jumping the gun,” Councilman 
Bret Baierlein said. 


business is starting to return 
to normal gradually. The road 
definitely needed to be done. 
It needed to be widened. But 
we don’t know if we will turn 
around from what they did to 
us last year because we are left 
in about a $50,000 hole.”

Bell Engineering Is Valid 

City To Purchase Scanner 
To Maintain Legal Documents/ 
Hire Intern To Input Data 

Councilmen approved the pur¬ 
chase of a scanner to maintain 
the city’s documents in light of an 
issue with finding the city’s copy 
of a contract with Bell Engineer¬ 
ing to build a new water plant in 
Lancaster. 

“I just think that would be a 
good move,” Mick said. “We had 
to go to Bell to find the contract 
because it had been misplaced at 
City Hall.” 

The issue came about when 
Councilperson Maggie Mick be¬ 
gan to question where the city 
stood with Bell Engineering and 
their involvement with the city in 
building a new water plant. Mick 
did a bit of research, located the 
contract with help from City 
Clerk Shari Lane and reported 
back to the council her findings. 

The contract with Bell giving 
them design, study and building 
phases was approved in October 
2009. Then in August 2011 a de¬ 
cision was made to move forward 
with building a new water plant, 
pending obtaining the money to 
do so. 

“I’m just wondering if we’re 
going to move forward with ne¬ 
gotiations with Garrard County 
Water Association,” Mick said, 
due to the fact that GCWA made 
it clear they were not interested 
in a long-term contract with the 
city, a requirement by the United 


did it but they could certainly 
work on how they treat local 
businesses and the commu¬ 
nity in the interim. I think if 
they took the time to be a little 
more considerate to the lives 
that they are involving in their 
construction then it would 
work out for everyone better in 
the long run. Having someone 
else in control of your destiny 
is hard to swallow.” 

However, the story isn’t all 
bad for all businesses affected 
by the new highway. Rocky 
Top Shell has even been able 
to expand and is now doing 
more business than ever. 

“It seems like the road has 
helped a lot,” David Gibson, 
owner of Rocky Top Shell, 
said. “It is a lot easier to get 
in and out of here now and it 
seems like people really like it 
and it’s a really nice road.” 

Rocky Top took a unique 
route by moving to a new lo¬ 
cation early on before the con¬ 
struction affected them too 
drastically. 

“They got close to us in 
the summer of 2009 and we 
moved out at the old location 
in February of 2010,” Gibson 
said. “But it sure was a long 
time coming. I remember they

States Department of Agriculture 
Rural Development in order to 
receive the final funding awards, 
$2,308 million in grant money 
and $6.3 million in loans, more 
than 50 percent of the estimated 
cost of the new plant at $12.1 
million. 

And since Bell has already 
been paid about $300,000 for 
work already completed on the 
plant (design and study) taken 
from Kentucky Infrastructure 
Authority grants that were origi¬ 
nally awarded for sewer projects, 
Mick is concerned about where 
this is going. 

“I’m waiting until notes have 
been compared between engi¬ 
neering firms,” Mayor Brenda 
Powers said.

Connie Allen told 
everyone during that informal 
meeting held on August 14 to dis¬ 
cuss the findings that it would be 
a better plan for Garrard Water to 
take the lead as the seller and the 
city become the purchaser. The 
meeting ended with the parties 
involved agreeing to share notes 
since numbers were not jiving 
and that process is still ongoing. 

The President of GCWA, Paul 
Reynolds, said on Tuesday that 
he has been in contact with both 
engineers and is trying to prod 
them forward but that no results 
were available. 

“They need to get something 
going here very soon, in my opin¬ 
ion,” Reynolds said. 

Once that process is complete, 
Reynolds said he is willing, as 
planned, to sit down with the city 
and talk. 


had the first meeting and told 
me that they would be coming 
right through my store back in 
1998. It took them that long. 
That’s a long time.” 

Ultimately Gibson thinks 
his business is much better off 
after the move. 

“I’m tickled to death with 
the new location,” Gibson said, 
summing it up. “It is really go¬ 
ing good for us.”

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School Board Approves Working Budget For 2012-13

Following an announcement 
earlier this month that school 
taxes would remain the same as 
last year, the school board has 
passed their working budget for 
2012-13 at a special meeting last 
Thursday night. 

The district will still be 
ahead due to an increase of 
about $480,000 last year. With 
$600,000 in reserve expendi¬ 


tures, funds used to pay retirees 
their accumulated sick leave, 
and $2.1 million in carryover, 
cash comes in at $2.7 million, 
a figure Superintendent Donald 
Aldridge says he can live with. 
It’s also very close to the 10 per¬ 
cent mark in contingency funds 
he believes the district should 
strive to maintain. 

“We have $464,000 more at 
the beginning of this year than 
last year,” Aldridge explained to 
the board. “We don’t need to get 


carried away and expect to see 
a half a million dollar gain each 
year. This is a good balance.” 

One item that Aldridge said 
stuck out to him was SEEK 
funding. The Support Education 
Excellence in Kentucky (SEEK) 
funding program is a formula 
driven allocation of state pro¬ 
vided funds to local school 
districts. The formula includes 
funding for transportation costs 
and special needs students as re¬ 
ported by districts. 


SEEK funding has decreased 
the last two years partially due 
to the increase in enrollment. 
That causes a shortfall and, in 
the end, districts end up giving 
back some of their funding. 

“”We are receiving $231,354 
less than last year,” Aldridge 
told the board. 

In other business the board 
approved moving a teacher in¬ 
structional day that coincided 
with the national presidential 
election.

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Historic Markers Commemorate Camp Dick Robinson 


As part of the $38.6 million project 
involving the relocation and widening 
of US 27 in Garrard County from south 
of Camp Nelson to 1,500 feet south of 
KY 34, several markers were placed 
near Camp Dick Robinson to com¬ 
memorate its role in the Civil War and 
history of the region. 

Phil Logsdon, with the Department 
of Transportation was involved in the 
development of the roadway project and 
the decision to include the wayside pan¬ 
els as mitigation for unavoidable project 
impacts to the site of Camp Dick Rob¬ 
inson. 

Because of the project, considerable 
research was completed which adds to 
our understanding of the rich history of 
the Camp, according to Logsdon. 

Camp Dick Robinson was the first 
of its kind organized south of the Ohio 
River after the Civil War became immi¬ 
nent. Soldiers stationed there during the 


sectional strife of the 1860s could never 
fail to recognize it as their original place 
of military instruction. The farm upon 
which the home was situated contained 
about 335 acres and was one of the very 
best and richest tracts of land in the 
Bluegrass. Its fertile soil had proved an 
ideal spot for the cultivation of every¬ 
thing Kentucky can raise. 

Established on the farm of Richard 
Robinson in August 1861 by Union offi¬ 
cer and Maysville native William “Bull” 
Nelson, many of Kentucky’s first Union 
regiments were formed there. The site 
soon became a staging ground for sev¬ 
eral early military campaigns. 

When the camp was established, Ken¬ 
tucky was attempting to stay neutral in 
the conflict. Although Gov. Beriah Ma¬ 
goffin complained to Abraham Lincoln 
about the site, Lincoln responded that 
since the camp “consists exclusively 
of Kentuckians” and that it was not the 


“popular wish of Kentucky” to close it, 
he refused to remove the soldiers. 

In 1862, Confederates took the area, 
renamed the site “Camp Breckinridge,” 
and used it as a supply base. That Oc¬ 
tober, the rebels fell back to Perryville 
to stay between Union forces and the 
supplies, which resulted in the Battle of 
Perryville. 

Camp Nelson, established north of 
Garrard County near Nicholasville, ul¬ 
timately replaced Camp Dick Robinson. 
Today, Camp Dick Robinson is remem¬ 
bered for helping solidify the Union 
cause in Kentucky. 

The markers will be officially un¬ 
veiled during the ribbon-cutting event 
marking the completion of construction 
on US 27, scheduled for sometime later 
this month. The official date has not yet 
been announced.

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Kentuckians Get 
Chance At Polls 
To Ensure Right 
To Hunt And Fish 


FRANKFORT, Ky. - Kentuck¬ 
ians get the opportunity during 
next month’s elections to consti¬ 
tutionally solidify their hunting 
and fishing heritage by voting for 
a constitutional amendment that 
guarantees their personal right 
to hunt, fish and harvest wildlife 
through traditional methods. 

The 2011 Kentucky Gen¬ 
eral Assembly overwhelmingly 
passed House Bill 1, also known 
as ‘The Right to Hunt and Fish,” 
which established a ballot initia¬ 
tive during the November 2012 
general election. 

The Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife Resources 
worked closely with the bill’s 
sponsors, as did the League of 
Kentucky Sportsmen and the 
National Rifle Association. The 
Commonwealth is seeking to join 
more than a dozen other states that 
already have passed constitutional 
hunting or fishing guarantees, in¬ 
cluding Arkansas, Alabama, Cali¬ 
fornia, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Minnesota, Montana, 
North Dakota, Oklahoma, Rhode 
Island, Vermont, Virginia, Wis¬ 
consin and Alaska. 

Idaho and Nebraska voters 
also get the chance to amend their 
constitutions with similar amend¬ 
ments next month. 

The full text of the HB1/ Con¬ 
stitutional Amendment reads: 

‘ The citizens of Kentucky have 
the personal right to hunt, fish, and 
harvest wildlife, using traditional 


methods, subject only to statutes 
enacted by the Legislature, and to 
administrative regulations adopt¬ 
ed by the designated state agency 
to promote wildlife conservation 
and management and to preserve 
the future of hunting and fishing. 
Public hunting and fishing shall 
be a preferred means of manag¬ 
ing and controlling wildlife. This 
section shall not be construed to 
modify any provision of law re¬ 
lating to trespass, property rights, 
or the regulation of commercial 
activities.” 

Preserving Kentucky’s rich 
hunting and fishing heritage re¬ 
mains central, but hunting, fish¬ 
ing and wildlife-related recreation 
also are tremendous economic 
engines in today’s Common¬ 
wealth. They generate more than 
$3 billion in economic impact and 
34,000 jobs annually. They pro¬ 
duce nearly $209 million in state 
and local tax revenues. 

“Kentucky was known as 
the Happy Hunting Ground long 
before it became a state, and Ken¬ 
tuckians today still enjoy hunting 
and fishing at higher rates than 
the national average,” said Dr. 
Jon Gassett, commissioner of the 
Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. “We are 
fortunate to have the chance next 
month at the polls to join many 
other states that have already 
taken steps to ensure that heritage 
continues for our grandchildren 
and theirs.” 


Fall Forest Fire 
Season Begins Oct. 1 


Citizens Reminded 
To Take Precaution, 
Adhere To Outdoor 
Burning Laws 

FRANKFORT, Ky. (Oct. 1, 
2012) - The Kentucky Divi¬ 
sion of Forestry (KDF) is once 
again preparing for an active 
wildfire season as lack of rain 
this summer and increased 
fuel loads from spring storms 
could pose problems for fight¬ 
ing fires. 

“Despite recent rainfalls, 
most of Kentucky is still very 
dry, especially the western 
part of the state,” said Leah 
MacSwords, director of KDF. 
“In addition to the drought, 
the spring tornadoes have 
left many of our woodlands 
damaged. The accumulation 
of storm-damaged trees and 
limbs not only create addi¬ 
tional ‘fuel’ for wildland fire, 


cleared areas free of vegeta¬ 
tion or flammable material. 

• Avoid parking cars, trucks, 
or recreational vehicles on 
dry vegetation. The exhaust 
system on a vehicle can reach 
a temperature of more than 
1,000 degrees, which is hot 
enough to start a wildfire. 

• Incorporate “Firewise” 
practices around homes and 
communities in forested areas. 
Firewise practices range from 
creating defensible space by 
removing leaves, vegetation 
and firewood to ensuring ac¬ 
cess for safety personnel and 
equipment in rural or isolated 
areas. 

• And as always - Report 
suspicious acts of arson to the 
nearest Kentucky State Police 
post or call the Target Arson 
Hotline at 1-800-27-ARSON.

Forestry officials say that 
taking extra precautions with 
fires around homes and camp 
fires as well as being alert to 
forest arson can eliminate the 
majority of wildfires that oc¬ 
cur in Kentucky. Other rec¬ 
ommendations include the 
following: 

• Be aware of all outdoor 
burning restrictions, includ¬ 
ing forest fire hazard seasons, 
air quality and waste manage¬ 
ment regulations, restrictions 
imposed by local ordinances 
and county burn bans. 

• Avoid burning anything 
during fire hazard seasons and 
during times of dry, windy 
conditions. Outdoor burning 
is illegal between the hours of 
6 a.m. and 6 p.m. within 150 
feet of any woodland or brush- 
land during forest fire seasons. 

• Extinguish all fires com¬ 
pletely. Never leave a fire 
unattended and always extin¬ 
guish fires if conditions be¬ 
come too windy. 

• Allow hot ashes from 
woodstoves and fireplaces to 
cool before disposing out¬ 
doors. 

• Extinguish smoking ma¬ 
terials properly. Put out ciga¬ 
rettes, cigars, or pipes only in

§ 3-7. HABITABLE OCCUPATION OF 
RECREATIONAL VEHICLES, CAMPERS 

AND MOTOR HOMES WITHIN THE CITY LIMITS 
OF LANCASTER FOR LIVING PURPOSES 
IS PROHIBITED. 

1. No person shall occupy a recreational vehicle, 
camper or motor home as a residence or permanent liv¬ 
ing quarter ensconced within the city limits of Lancaster 
for a period of more than fourteen (14) consecutive days. 

2. The same person occupying recreational vehicle, 
camper or motor home under section one (1), for four¬ 
teen (14) days under the provisions of section one (I) 
of this addition to the Nuisance Ordinance is prohibited 
from returning their recreational vehicle, camper or mo¬ 
tor home to the City of Lancaster for six (6) months from 
the date of their leaving. 

3. Any person found in violation of this addition to the 
Nuisance Ordinance shall be subject to the penalties 
setout in the Nuisance Ordinance. 

4. This addition to the Nuisance Ordinance shall go 
into effect upon its passage and its publication. 
Definition of Terms 

A. Habitable - a unit that contains facilities for sleep¬ 
ing, for food preparation and/or plumbing facilities. 

B. Occupy - to be a resident or tenant of; dwell in. 

C. Motor Home- any motor vehicle to which a habit¬ 
able structure has been permanently attached to a mo¬ 
tor vehicle chassis. 

D. Camper- Any separate structure designed or used 
for hwnan habitation which can be attached or detached 
from a vehicle and which has sufficient headroom for an 
adult to stand upright. 

E. Recreational Vehicle- Any bus, camper, pickup 
truck with a mounted camper, chassis camper, motor 
home or swamp buggy or any similar motor vehicle or 
trailer designed primarily for recreational use. 

F. Residence- A place where one lives and inhibits.

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KSP Asks 
Citizens To 

“Text 
A Tip” 

To Fight Crime 

(FRANKFORT, Ky.) - The 
Kentucky State Police is ini¬ 
tiating a new proactive pro¬ 
gram where citizens are now 
able to text confidential tips 
from their cell phone. The 
program, “Text a Tip,” is 
designed to report criminal 
activity, assist with neigh¬ 
borhood watch and serve as 
an additional resource for 
schools and college cam¬ 
puses. 

“Text a Tip” is completely 
confidential and easy to use. 
Anyone with texting capabil¬ 
ities from personal electronic 
devices can simply text 67283 
in the address field, then type 
KSPTIP in the message field, 
leave a space and then enter 
information about a crime. 
If your tip went through suc¬ 
cessfully, you will receive an 
instant confirmation text on 
your phone. 

Web-based and phone 
tip lines have been around 
a while, but have the dis¬ 
advantage of a perpetrator 
overhearing the person on 
the phone or they required 
Internet access. 

KSP Spokesperson, Sgt. 
Rick Saint-Blancard says 
“Text a Tip” is gaining 
ground because text messag¬ 
ing does not require verbal 
communication or Internet 
access. “Everywhere you 
go, someone has a cell phone 
with them,” says Saint-Blan¬ 
card. “Whether a person is 
at home or a large venue, 
like a sporting event or con¬ 
cert, they can text a tip to us 
without bringing attention to 
themselves.” 

Saint-Blancard says peo¬ 
ple who live in high-crime 
neighborhoods are often 
afraid that if they are seen 
talking to police, they could 
be subject to retaliation from 
drug dealers or other crimi¬ 
nals. 

“So when they have this 
option of texting us — know¬ 
ing no one will know who 
they are — they are more 
willing to provide specific 
details and names about the 
activity,” he adds. “Text a 
Tip” messages are sent to a 
separate, third-party server, 
where identifying informa¬ 
tion is stripped out and they 
are assigned an encrypted 
alias before being sent to po¬ 
lice. 

Text-a-tip programs are 
being promoted in schools 
across the country to report 
weapon threats and reduce 
bullying. 

“No technology is more 
powerful then the eyes and 
ears of the public,” adds 
Saint-Blancard. “The key 
is enlisting people on their 
own terms by providing a 
discrete, immediate and con¬ 
fidential reporting source.” 

KSP reminds citizens to 
keep safety in mind when 
texting tips. 

“If a tipster is driving 
when they witness suspi¬ 
cious activity, we ask them to 
safely pull to the side of the 
road and place their vehicle 
in park before attempting 
to text in a tip,” says Saint- 
Blancard. 

The “Text a Tip” program 
is operational 24 Hours a 
Day / 7 Days a Week and is 
received and monitored by 
the KSP Communications 
Center. KSP openly solicits 
information from citizens on 
any type of crime occurring 
but encourages citizens to 
call “911” if the crime is in¬ 
progress or there is an emer¬ 
gency.
